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Don't Take Your Patrons for Granted! 


Did you ever stop to realize that every one of your pres¬ 
ent customers are also potential customers of your com¬ 
petitor? Perhaps you havn't thought of it that way, but the 
fact remains it's true—and deserves serious consideration 
on your part. Too many exhibitors, unfortunately, have 
come to regard their steady clientele as something that is 
coming to them.. and they take their business for granted. 


Some theatre men spend money on newspapers, heralds 
and trailers to build-up good-will; and they feel very proud 
when they see a new customer walk in. But sometimes 
they're inclined to view a new customer as just another 

customer.and it becomes second nature to them 

to take it for granted that this customer is going to stay 
with them all the time. 


Has it ever occurred to you that every patron in your the¬ 
atre is worth ten prospects? Each one has cost you a fixed 
sum, and because of the investment you should give seri¬ 
ous thought and effort to cultivating their friendship, 
good-will and confidence. Every theatre man should put 
aside a certain amount of money to retain the good-will 
of his present clientele... as well as creating new patrons. 


Some of you may say, "Nuts!", why spend time and money 
for institutional good-will and friendship when I'm pack¬ 
ing 'em in with pictures like "Blue Skies" and "Razor's 
Edge." An argument of this sort shows good reasoning as 
well as ... lack of memory! 


Don't forget, there'll be days when you'll be playing pic¬ 
tures like "The Sin-Swept Secret of Sophie Schmaltz." And 
on those days, chances are your competitor will also have 
a program of equal odor. Then, the only difference in do¬ 
ing business boils down to . . . what theatre offers the 
friendliest atmosphere? . . . what theatre shows a warm 
appreciation? ... and what theatre has the good-will of 
the movie-going public? ... yours, or your competitor's? 


Why not do something to retain their good-will and friend¬ 
ship so when the time comes that you don't have only the 
best pictures, people will still come to your theatre be¬ 
cause they like you and your service. 


The cost involved around any institutional campaign to 
gain added good-will and friendship is surprisingly small. 
Naturally, your work begins with the proper instruction of 
your employees. They're the ones who meet and greet 
your customers ... and they're the ones who are responsi¬ 
ble for the opinions your customers have for your theatre. 


It's the little things that count most when practicing friend¬ 
ship and good-will in your theatre. Little things like hav¬ 
ing ... your cashier answer the phone in a friendly "good 
evening" manner... your doorman greeting the patrons 
with a "welcome" smile and a courteous "thank you" ... 
your ushers giving that "extra" special attention in locat¬ 
ing seats, helping patrons on with their coats, etc. 


And other little aids such as ... free checking service ... 
convenient telephone service . . . easy parking facilities 
. .. special attention to the theatre temperature . . . con¬ 
stant check-up on the sound. These and dozens of other 
little services are the ONLY reason many people make 
movie-going a habit... at YOUR theatre! 


Your good-will and friendship campaign should also in¬ 
clude newspaper publicity and advertising . . . partici¬ 
pation in public services and community events... Church 
trailers and "welcome" trailers on your screen. Remem¬ 
ber too, even if you suffer from flat feet, try to spend some 
of your time on the floor and greet your patrons person¬ 
ally.
